The mob came on 
horseback. The sheriff -was not ex- 
pecting them and the jail was unguarded. 
The keys were demanded of jailer Ke- 
nan, but he refused to give them up, 
whereupon he was overpowered and the 
keys taken away from him. 


The mob swarmed ia the jail and BO 


great was their impatience that a num- 
ber of them opened fire on the prisoners 
with their revolvers. It is thought two 
of the prisoners were shot dead before 
being hanged. 
Hopes were put arount 


the five prisoners necka and they were 
dragged a square from the jail anc 
swung on a big tree in the court houa< 
yard. 
The mob quietly dispersed afte 


the hanging. They were mostly farm 
era. 


The five men hanged were Berk 


Andrews. Clifford Goidon, William Jen- 
kins, Henri Shuler and Lyle Levy, the 
latter being an old soldier. They were 
charged with burglary and robbery, 
having committed crimes and depreda- 
tions by the wholesale all over the 
county. These crimes have been so 
rampant throughout the rural districts 
for the past few weeks as to arouse pub- 
lic indignation to a white heat, culmin- 
ating in the lynching this morning. 
There will likely be no attempt to pros- 
ecute the members of the lynching band. 


None of the citizens seem to deplore 


the lynching, but on the contrary, say 
three or four members of that gang 
may be lynched tonight. No troops 
have been asked for and the people say 
none are wanted.

Washington, Sept. 15.—Colonel S. B. 


M. Young, acting 
superintendent of 


Yellowstone National park, says in his 
annual report that there has been a 
rapid increase of-black bear within the 
park limits, and complaints have been 
made that the bears have broken into 
the storehouses and destroyed meat 
and other provisions in large quanti- 
ties. It is a common occurrence to seo 
from six to twelve bears any afternoon 
feeding on the garbage dumps within 
a few hundred yards of the hotel. He 
recommends that some of the bears be 
disposed of to zoological gardens. Colo- 
nel Young says he has consulted with 
Dr. Frank Baker, superintendent of the 
National 
Zoological park, as to the 


practicability and advisability of cor- 
ralling the remaining buffalo in the 
park with a view to their preservation 
and increase, and that their concur- 
rent conclusion is that it has been the 
experience of most persona engaged in 
the capture and domestication, of wild 
animals that while the young may be 
confined with successful results, it is 
otherwise with adults,-a large propor- 
tion of which die under even slight 
restraint.

opinion of Judge Cox in no 


way affects the binding character of 
the president's order upon all officers 
of the service. The president has au- 
thority inherent in his office to make 
removals. The intent was that the ap- 
pointing officer in making removals 
should be put on record aa to the 
grounds of his action, and give the ac- 
cused an opportunity to be heard in 
his own defense. It waa deemed that 
this action would prevent removals for 
other causes than good of the service. 
Such an order does not In the least Im- 
pair the power of discipline, nor Im- 
pjde the proper exercise of the power 
of removal. It simply serves as a check 
upon the appointing officer who acts 
from political or less worthy motives."

Dr. Olllphant1* Statement. 


President Olliphant, of the board of 


health, said: 


"I repeat what I have said hereto- 


fore, of course it is an unpleasant task 
to have to report the appearance of 
new .cases, but the moment has not yet 
come 'when we should throw up our 
hands and admit that the fever Is in a 
fair way to conquer the city. 


"It will not be surprising and we 


ehQuld not be disappointed if other 
cases appear daily for some time, how 
many I am not prepared to say. That 
is, of course, to be expected, from the 
extended intercourse that has existed 
Between New Orleans and the infected 
places on the Gulf coast and from the 
tardiness with which the character of 
the fever at Ocean Springs was finally 
determined. 


However, as to the fever in New Or- 


leans, you may say that we are con- 
vinced that it will not spread beyond 
the limits of "the place which we are 
quarantining. I mean for instance that 
it has not extended beyond one side of 
the square on St. Claude, in which it 
was originally found. This prevention 
of a spread goes to prove the effi'ciiency 
of our sanitary methods and quaran- 
tine regulations.
